Marlborough Terrace is intact. If you don t 
believe it, note the sign at the top of Mountain Trail 
in Sierra Madre, just before entering Churchill. 

There it is, announcing the upper canyon area 
of Sierra Madre that has always had that distinctive 
name, according to Dorothy Hobiack, meml^r of the 
Homeowners Association and “historian” ot the 
group. 

Bob McDaniels designed the distinctive sign 
and Hobiack notes, “All we did was replace a historic- 
sign that was there.” Ron Rodriguez is treasurer 
of the association. 

Phyllis Chapman, freelance writer tor The 
News, did a piece on Marlborough Terrace m the 
Aug. 25, 1983 edition, and she described the area 
as a “special kind of Eden.” 

“Its 1400-ft. elevation is (reached via)...sharp 
curved, narrow roads (that) lead to homes located 
in a sylvan setting with spectacular mountain and 
valley views. This rare area offers the sort of quiet 
and privacy that are unusual within a city 
limit,” Chapman wrote in The News. 

“At one time this section of Sierra Madre was 
government-owned land as a result ot the U.S. 
acquisition of California from Mexico in 1848. 
Not within the boundaries of privately owned property 
it reverted to the government. In the 1860s it was 
part of the 160 acres granted to Civil War veteran 
John Richardson for homesteading. In 1879 John 
deeded it to his son, Levi. 

“In 1881, Levi sold all but 10 acres of the land 
to Sierra Madre founder Nathaniel Carter to become 
part of Carter’s ‘Sierra Madre Tract.’ ‘Lucky Baldwin 
was never an owner of the land in this section 
of Sierra Madre but in 1875 when he bought 
Rancho Santa Anita (the heart of which today is the 
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Arboretum), he made a separate 

water rights to Little Santa Anita Wash^ W hen ht 

sold those 845 acres of the ranch - 

at Grandview - to Carter, he also sold Ca er 

half of those water rights, thus providing ^cr a 

Madre’s first water source.”

The Cultural Heritage Commission and Pre¬ 
servation Ordinance, Ordinance No. 1036, had an¬ 
other go of it with Sierra Madre City Council 
Tuesday evening and it lost again, at least until 
Sept. 8 when it will be addressed once more. 

Councilman Clem Bartolai made a motion for 
the introduction for second reading and Council¬ 
man Bruce Crow seconded the motion. However, 
when Bartolai made the motion to adopt Ordi¬ 
nance 1036, there was no second, so he withdrew 
his motion after considerable discussion toward 
continuance. 

Mayor Pro Tern Sam Simpson said he had been 
unhappy with all versions of the ordinance presented 
to the council and said, “If 1 vote for the ordinance, 
I’m not voting for the besi ol the community. 

Bartoali and Mayor Andrew Roy Buchan both 
took exception to that statement and felt the oridi- 
nance “is a step toward preserving some of the edi¬ 
fices of the city,” as the Mayor put it, and that 
property rights will not be impacted but demoli- 
iion action of historic houses will be delayed by 
4he ordinance. 

Cultural Heritage Commission members in the 
" audience indicated their displeasure at the con- 
tirwance. 

Gertrude Daniels asked several cogent ques¬ 
tions such as, “Can a property owner choose not 
to be included in cultural landmarks? 

City Administrator Jim McRea fielded all of 
her questions and to this one answered, “The prop¬ 
erty owner will be notified if his/her name is recom 
mended. There will be a public hearing and the 
council could overrule his/her concerns. 

Daniels asked, “Docs the propertv o^ner ave 
the final choice?” McRea answered. “No.” 

She asked, “Why should something as binding 
and restrictive as a covenant be required by the 
I property owners?” McRea answered. It is not re 
- quired. The property owner can refuse to do any- 
, thing except when it comes to demolition which 

1 is subject to 30 days’review.’ 

The covenant referred to can be voluntarily 
sought by the property owner and each siibse-

Daniels, “There’s no way the City Council, the Cul¬ 
tural Heritage Commission or anyone else could 
take away anyone’s property.” 

Daniels stood firm, “1 think the ordinance 
restricts the property owners’ rights.” 

Later, Bartolai complained, “We get stormed 
by three or four and that becomes the majority. 
That’s not right. We’ve tried to satisfy everyone.” 

In other business, the council put to rest an 
argument that has been going on for several years 
when they made the motion to override the Plan¬ 
ning Commission and terminate proceedings con¬ 
cerning the deck at 260 Churchill Glen. 

In his motion. Mayor Pro Tern Simpson 
added that a building permit with a double fee and 
special inspection should be implemented so that 
the pre-existing, non-conforming structure would 
be placed on the tax rolls. 

The eight - year disagreement between Robert 
D. K. White and the former owner of 260 Churchill 
Glen was continued when Ursula Petrotta bought 
the property in April, 1987. Although she has up¬ 
graded the property, according to her neighbors 
and councilmen who have viewed the property, she 
still has a deck that was erected several years ago 
with no permit, no plan check, one that does not 
comply with fire regulations and invades a rear lot 
of an R-1 lot, according to Mayor Buchan. 

“It is in violation. All three of these are mis¬ 
demeanors and the statute of limitation is two years. 
The city has dragged its feet for eight years. The 
city didn’t know what to do with the problem. This 
just points out the need for code enforcement. Mrs. 
Petrotta has been victimized by the former owner. 
The case is moot,” he said. 

Lee Cline was not happy with the council’s 
actions. “Violations are violations. Enforcement is 
enforcement. The city has neglected to enforce . . . 
Just remember — you cannot do anything you want 
to do. It’s to protect my rights as well as your 
rights. These things can be enforced by the city with 
its present sources.” 

He was chiding the City Council for not en-

That’s ecstasy. 

The agony comes when there’s no driver 
free to take them to the skate park. They skate 
around town — trying their best to avoid the

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Social changes 
confront schools

For Caiifornia’s public schools, the 
yeer 2000 is already here. The 386,000 
youngsters trooping into kindergarten this 
fall are — pause and think about it — the 
class of 2000. 

How many of these brand-new stu¬ 
dents will persist through 13 years of 
schooling and receive high school dip¬ 
lomas In the summer of the first year 
of the next millennium? If present trends 
hold, 30 to 40 percent will drop out and will 
not Join the ranks of high school graduates 
In the year 2000. 

California’s troubling school dropout 
rate reflects social and demographic 
changes that directly confront schools now 
and need better understanding by the 
public. 

The public needs to be cautious, for 
instance, about assuming that every Cali¬ 
fornia classroom contains 30 students sit¬ 
ting in their seats, healthy, eager and 
ready to learn. That simply is not reality 
today in the state’s public schools. 

Caiifomia has the largest average 
class sizes in the nation, but we still 
provide small-than-30-student classes for 
handicapped and gifted students, for stu¬ 
dents in continuation high schools, for 
poor children who need remedial work in 
reading and math, and for both middle- 
income and low-income children who re¬ 
quire special assistance with reading. 

The state has half a million youngsters 
who speak 100 different languages and 
dialects — the largest population of non- 
English-speaking children in the country. 
Whether they receive bilingual or English- 
only instruction, these students need in¬ 
dividual attention they can only obtain in 
a small-group setting. 

New social pressures affecting stu¬ 
dents nationally are felt in California, 
even more strongly in some cases. 

According to the Forum of Educa¬ 
tional Organizations, which represents 
11 major education groups, 60 percent of 
today’s 4-year-olds — children getting ready 
for kindergarten — will live in a single¬ 
parent household before they turn 18. 
Drug and alcohol abuse by American teen¬ 
agers is the highest of any developed 
nation, as is the teen birth rate. The sui¬ 
cide rate for children and youths has 
doubled in the past 20 years. 

The forum reports that nearly one- 
fourth of all children live below the poverty 
level, currently defined by the federal gov¬ 
ernment as a family of four with an in¬ 
come of less than $11,203. 

These are realities that many Caiifomia 
classroom teachers face on a day-to-day 
basis, but the large majority of adults 
probably are not aware of them. In our 
state today, about 75 percent of adults 
do not have children in school. 

It is in the self-interest of these adults, 
however, and in the fundamental interest 
of the entire state to help at-risk students. 
Like other states, California has an aging 
population. In 1950, the United States 
had 17 workers supporting each person on 
social security. By 1992, the ratio will be 
3 to 1. Unless there is a major reversal 
of current educational and social trends, 
one of those three future adults will be on 
welfare. 

To a safe and sane 
Labor Day weekend 

Labor Day, the last great weekend of 
the summer, is approaching. However you 
plan to spend this three-day break from 
your particular form of labor, the Los An¬ 
geles Safety Council wishes you a fun-filled 
weekend as well as a safe return home. 

And, for once, we have news that’s good. 
Everyone knows all about the dangers of 
getting to and from vacation spots — road 
hazards, drunk drivers, blow-outs, crazy 
accidents. We’ve talked about and written 
about the negative for years. Now, for the 
first time we have some positive and heart¬ 
ening information to pass on to travelers 
and party-goers. 

A study by the National Highway Traf¬ 
fic Safety Administration (NHTSA) indicates 
a national downtrend in front seat auto 
occupant fatalities, especially in states 
where seat belt laws have been in effect. 
The percentage of lives saved varies from 
state to state, but ranges from 6% to 16%. 

What we at the Safety Council hope 
will conM about as a result of this and other 
similar studies is that people will begin to 
see the wisdom of buckling up anytime 
they drive somewhere, even if it’s Just to the 
local supermarket to restock party supplies. 
And, by the way, if that is the mission at 
hand, we trust that the party people will 
have one designated driver to make the run.

The term often used for the concept of 
having an obligation to your own needs is 
“enlightened self-interest.” This refers to the 
value of recognizing that our choices are 
usually motivated by the anticipation of per¬ 
sonal gain. 

Even our most generous and humanita¬ 
rian acts have this underlying drive. For ex¬ 
ample, when you are thoughtful, or go out of 
your way to be kind or helpful to another, 
you also benefit. This is so for at least 
three reasons: 1. The person you helped might 
return the'favor someday. 2. "Y®ur act of 
kindness contributes to the social jUmospherc 
and helps to develop beneficence as a norm. 
3. Your philanthropic deed is intrinsically 
rewarding because it can satisfy your inherent 
altruistic needs and, thus, help you feel good 
about yourself. 

In essence then, no act is completely un¬ 
selfish. There is wisdom in knowing that a 
certain level of “selfishness” is important to 
our welfare. We don’t have to feel ashamed 
when we seek to satisfy our wants, balanced, 
of course, by a reasonable concern for others. 

This idea is congruent with most contem¬ 
porary psychotherapies. Utilizing the notion 
that a little selfishness is often necessary, 
despite its apparent inconsistency with the 
“ideal” of selfless love, can make your im¬ 
portant relationships more enjoyable and ac¬ 
tually increase their durability.

Jim McRea, it “wouldn’t be impossible for an 
association to lease some area for that purpose. 
They would have to carry their own insurance, 
but if that were done, there could be a skate- 
park here in town.” McRea told me recently. 

1 know skaters need to be off the streets 
and I know the people of the area want them off 
the sidewalks, too. So if we can all pull 
together maybe we can form a Skaters’ League 
and equip that skate-park just like the first 
Little League did to stop broken windows from 
stray baseballs. Already 1 have had offers 
from C.A.S.L.. which is the California Amateur 
Skateboard League. Skate-boarding is now an 
officially recognized sport in over half a dozen 
countries, but it was born here in California. 
The original boards were merely wooden planks 
to which roller skate wheels were attached. 
In the early 1970s Frank Nasworthy devised 
the truck, a type of axle assembly with smooth¬ 
rolling urethane wheels, and the true skate-board 

was born. 

The skate-board industry will help with 
fundraisers, but it’s up to us as supporters 
of safer skating to start the ball rolling. We 
can do it if we really want to.

Toot toot and ooooga time 


On Tuesday, Sept. 1, 
Methodist Hospital, Ar¬ 
cadia, will become a 
smoke-free hospital. A 
non-smoking policy will 
be implemented to reflect 
the hospital’s obligation 
to establish and maintain 
a healthy environment for 
patients, staff, and vis¬ 
itors. 

“We see this change,” 
said Frederick C. Meyer, 
president, “as a very pos¬ 
itive step for all of our 
patients, visitors and em¬ 
ployees. While we recog¬ 
nize that there may be a 
degree of discomfort for 
some people because of 
the change, the hospital 
will continue to provide 
‘stop smoking programs’ 
for employees and the 
public.” 

The decision to become 
a smoke-free hospital was 
based in part on the sur¬ 
geon general’s report on 
the health hazard to non- 
smokers who share the 
same air space with smok¬ 
ers. It is now clear that 


the risk of disease caused 
by inhalation of tobacco 
smoke is not solely lim¬ 
ited to the smoker, but 
can also extend to non- 
smokers who inhale smoke 
in room air. Simple sep¬ 
aration of smokers and 
non-smokers may reduce, 
but does not eliminate, 
exposure of everyone to 
environmental tobacco 
smoke. 

The California Hospital 
Association and the Cal¬ 
ifornia Medical Associa¬ 
tion strongly urge that 
every hospital in the state 
establish a smoke-free pol¬ 
icy for the benefit of em¬ 
ployees, patients and vis¬ 
itors. 

With the support of its 
entire staff — smokers 
and non-smokers alike — 
and with the encourage¬ 
ment of its medical staff, 
Methodist Hospital is in 
fact “taking your lungs 
to heart.” In an effort 
to put that concern into 
action the new ’policy ex¬ 
tends throughout the hos¬ 


pital offices, lounges, 
waiting rooms, cafeteria 
and coffee shop. The non¬ 
smoking policy applies to 
all individuals working, 
visiting or receiving med¬ 
ical care within the hospi¬ 
tal. The only exceptions 
are those patients who 
have specific written or¬ 
ders from their attending 
physicians allowing them 
to smoke for significant 
medical reasons. 

The hospital has sev¬ 
eral smoke cessation pro¬ 
grams scheduled for fall.

Some time ago a law went into ellect re¬ 
quiring all items of clothing and yardage to 
have labels describing cleaning or laundering 
care. 

By now, all clothing and yardage should 
be labeled so there should be no mistakes made 
in cleaning and laundering your clothes. 

These care labels should give you the fol¬ 
lowing: 

Laundering directions: 

Water temperature 
Type of cycle 
How to bleach 
How to dry 
How to iron. 

Also, and this is very important, any wash¬ 
able fabric can be drycleaned unless the label 
states that it cannot. 

For drycleanable only items, the label will 
say so. If special care is needed the label should 
give that information. 

When buying yardage, get the appropriate 
labels and sew them into your finished gar¬ 
ments. That way, there will never be a ques¬ 
tion as to how to handle them. 

When you buy a two or three piece suit 
there may only be one label. Always try to bring 
the entire suit in together so no mistake can be 
made in the handling. 

Look for these labels when you shop. Re¬ 
member, drycleaning any washable garment 
keeps it in the “Best Clothes’’ status in your 
wardrobe for many months longer.
